Coal k moved by locomolivi.'s. The reuHoii there iHii't coal enough 
being delivered to factories, Bchools, offices and homes is simply that 
there are not enough locomotives hauling ooal oars. 

Talk of 11 car sliortago is lai'},'cly (lccc|itivc. There are len.s of 
thousands of cara ntunUing, luuUed or einply, on railroad Hidin({H. It^ 
primarily an engine shortage. 

There are enough locomotives in tlie country lo haul tin: c«al. 
^The only trouble is that so many of them are being used for hauling 
assenger trains. A passenger lomotive is not so good as a freight 
locomotive for pulling heavy loads, but it will do in cinergeiiey. Kx- 
perts say that if about half of our passenger engincH were hitched 
to freight trains for a few days— or possil)ly for a few weelcs— the 
whole fuel aud freight situation would be straightened out 

Thus the prohlcm siniiUers down to tiie relative inii)ortiiiiee of 
passenger and freight service. And how many of us tiiink it 's luore 
necessary just now ^o travel around than it is to haul freight 1 

Most of the railroad journeys we take are not imperative. This 
is no time for pleasure jaunts. As for business trips, most of thoiii 
can be saved by a proper use of the logical substitutes, the mails, the 
telegraph and the loiifj-distniice telephone. There is less need to 
'travel than ever before. And if we must travel, there's the automo- 
lile. 

Why not cut down thr idiiiitiy "s piissciijier service a half or a 
third, releasing a corresponding number of locomotives for this vital 
workt The government has the power. The railroad administration 
seems timid about so drastic a step. But there is no indieation thiil 
the people, upon whom the privation will fall, are unwilling to stand 
it. They wou)d prefer it to firplcRs homes, closed stores and idle fac- 
tories.

enouijli of tlic class of illseascil. 
(Tooki'il and inferior trees to sniiply 
Ills needs. This type of timber when 
removed not only gives needed space 
for the better growth of the liner class 
of trees which are left, but also re- 
moves the l>ree(linf; places of In- 
sects wliieli attack and injure forest 
growth. If a man wisius to tin- 
l)rove his woodlands, he must leave 
the best species and the best thrifty 
treea of thoee apecies in the stands 
wherever practicable. 

In the second place, tln-ie nnist be 
belter protection of the woods One 
very common form of injury lo wood- 
lands, and one of the worst, is that of 
burning over. Everyone knowa the 
fertility in the new ground. This Is 
due to the decayed vegetation which 
] lias accnmulated before the ground 
was cleared. Not only does the 
ground obtain ilceayeil vegetable mat- 
ter, but It also receives nitrogen from 
the decayed leaves. When flres burn 
through woodlanda great Injury is 
done, because they consume the leaf 
liltrr, ileslroyihi: bolti v.'nelable lui- 
nins anil the niiroi;en. ami the ground 
is inipDVerisiicd for llic pr<idnclion of 
new tree growth, the result bein:; a 
stunted stand. Where leaves have 
been burned off on any wooda area 
the soil becomes, in many caaes, hard 
and baked, and this also Is an unfa- 
vorable condition for the best pro- 
duction of wood and timber. Another 
result of fire is tlie injury done di- 
rect ly to the trees. Hollow, rotten 
limber filled with Insects at the butt 
is frequently broken off by the wind, 
a too common sight Insects And 
lodglnR In these burned places and 
cause disease, if not death. Kven 
whi'ii fires ari> small and the trees 
Ileal (iviT. a scarred anil diseasoii con- 
dition remains, from which the tim- 
ber never recovers. These condi- 
tions can be prevented by definitely 
protecting the woodlanda against lire, 
both by care In not ''setting fires and 
by putting them out when they have 
started. 

Woodlands should receive protec- 



tion from injurious grazing. Urazing 
should not be permitted in woodlands 
to the extent of cutting up the leaves 
and of packing the ground so that sur- 
face washing can take place; nor 
should grasing be permitted In young 
stands to tho injury of the young trees 
themselves. One object In starting a 
young stand of trees sliould be to get 
a dense stand with an accumulation 
of leaves and tresh as soon as possi- 
ble. This ground covering forms a 
protection against too rapid surface' 
drainage, and through its decay feeds 
the young trees.

Telling of bis experience in a 
French hospital, Coningsby Dawson, 
lieutenant In the Canadian Field Ar- 
tillery, pays high tribute to tbe cour- 
age and BclfforgetfulnesB of the 
wounded men. He writes In Good 
HouBokeepIng: 

' "Men forget their own inlirinitlcB In 
their endeavor to help each other. 
Before the war we had a phrase which 
has takeii on a new meaning now; we 
used to talk about 'lending a hand.' 
Today we lend not only hands, but 
arms and eyes and lens. Tlie won- 
derful comradeship learned in the 
trenches has taught men to UikI llu ir 
bodies to each other— out of two 
maimed bodies to make up one that 
is whole, and sound, and shared. You 
saw this all the time in hospital. A 
man who had only one let; woiilil pal 
up with a man who had only one arm. 
The one-armed man wouhl wheel the 
one-legged man about the garden in 
a chair; at meal-tlmes the one-legged 
man would cut up the one-armed 
man's food for him. They had both 
lost something, but by pooling what 
was left they managed to own a com- 
plete body. 

"There la a point I want to make 
clear before I forget it. All these 
men, whether they are capturing Hun 
dug-outs at the Front or taking pris- 
oner their own despair In Engllnh 
hospitals, are perfectly ordinary and 
normal. Itcfore the war they were 
shop-asslstanta, cab-drivers, phiinh- 
ers, lawyers, vaudeville artists. They 
were men ot no heroic trainin. Uut 
something has happened to them sinoe 
they marched away In khaki— some- 
thing that has changed them . They 
arc as completely remade as St I'anI 
was after ho bad his vision on the 
road to DamasciiB. They have br()ui,'lit 
their vision back with them to civilian 
life, despite the lost arms and legs 
which they scarcely seem to regret: 
their souls still triumph over the bod- 
ily and the temporal. 

"Often at the Front I have thought 
of Christ's own explanation of Ilia 
own unassailable peace — an explana- 
tion given to His disciples at the Last 
Supper, Immediately before the walk 
to Qethsemane, 'Be ot good cheer l 
have overcome the world.' Overcom- 
ing the world, as I understand, it is 
overcoming self. Fear, in its final 
analysis. iH nothing but seldshness. A 
man who is afraid in an attack isn't 
thinking of his pals and how quickly 
terror spreads; he isn't thinking of 
the glory that will accrue to bis regi- 
ment or division if the attack Is a 
success; he isn't thinking of what he 
can do to contribute to that success; 
he Isn't thinking of the splendor of 
forcing his spirit to triumph over 
weariness and nerves and the ahnom- 
tnatlona that tbe Huns are chucking 
at him. He'a thinking merely ot how 
he can save his worthless skill and 
conduct bis entirely unimportant body 
to a niaoe where there are no shells 

"in London as I saw the workaday, 
unconscious nobility of the maimed 
and wounded, tbe words, 'I have over- 
come the world,' took an added depth. 
AO thaaa men have aa l-hav»«ver- 
eems t k a w orld* kiok in their Csees. 
It Is comparatively eaay tor a soldier 
with tradtloni and Ideals at his hack 
to face death calmly, to be ciilni in 
the face of life, as these chaps are. 
takaa a graver

VEmN CKTLE KUEI 

It Airplane Accident-Met Death 
While Flyin? at AvIaUon Camp 
Near Kort W'<»rtli, Texas. 



Port Worth, Texas, February 15— 
C'apt. Vernon Castle, of the EnKlinii 
Royal Flying Corpa, was killed this 
morning while flying fifteen miles 
west of Port Worth. 

Castle, in trying to avoid a cadet, 
swerved his ni;uliiiic beyond hia con- 
trol, fell uiul was unable to right him- 
self. Tile cadet was an American, but 
was being Instructed by the British. 
The accident happened close by the 
Benbrook field. The cadet was unin- 
jured. 

Vernon Castle liad a national repu- 
tation as a (lancer Willi Ills wife, al- 
so a Kraccl'iil dancer. In' attained 
great popularity several years ago as 
a teacher of modern dances. When 
the war broke out both of the Castles 
became Interested in war work, and 
Mr. Castel took up aviation. 

He was granted ati aviator's pilot li- 
cense by the .\ero ("liib of .Vnierica 
February !l, 1916, after liavinu made 
a satisfactory record in test flights. 
His right name was Vernon Blythe. 
Soon aftef receiving his aviator 11 
cense he sailed from New York for 
England to join the nrltish aerial eer 
vice. In .\lnreli, of lull!, lie was ap 
pointed a teiiioorary lieutenant in the 
Britiali Royal Firing Corps. Shortly 
afterward there came a report of ills 
death while flying in France. 

Castle returned from the French 
front in April, 1917, and joined the 
royal flying coriis in Canada as an In- 
fitrui'lor, with the rank of captain The 
followiiii,' nionlli III' was reiicirled lo 
have had a narrow escape from ileatli 
In an accident while flying at Camp 
Mohawk. The cadet who was flying 
with Capt. Castle in the machine at 
the time was killed. 

When a Canadian contingent of the 
flying corps was transferred to Texas 
last fall for winter training, ('apt 
Castle went with it as an Instnirlor. 

Mrs. Castle, who is now one of the 
star actresses of a motion picture con- 
eem, was prostrated upon receiving 
the news of her husband's death.

London, February 15 — I'cuce on 
Qcrman terms having been refused 
by the Bolsbevlki Government, Qer- 
iiiany will again take up miliUry op- 
erations against Northern Russia. 
This r(!S()liillon is said to have been 
agreed to at a conference at Imperial 
heaUquarlers between Kmpcror Wil- 
liam and military and political load- 
ers, Petrograd probably will bo the 
objective of the new invasion. 

The negotiations at Brest-Litovsk 
broke In a stormy session, after which 
I, eon Trol izky, the Bolshevlhl For- 
l igii MinlHter, enunciated a plan of 
■no war, but no ueaco. " This was 
rejected by Qermany, which holds 
tliat TiytUky's declaration ended the 
armlstioe on the Russian front. The 
armistice expired Thursday. 

It is Indicated In Vienna dispatches 
that the Central Powers made peace 
with the I'kralne In order to offset 
their diplomatic defeat at the hands 
of Trotsky. It Is reported that Ger- 
many will support the Ukraine 
against the Bolsheviki. One German 
newspaper says that the Bolehevlkji 
are moving against the i'kralne and 
there is little doubt that the Central 
Powers will use all means to protect 
the food supplies which they hope 
to obtain from the Ukraine. liy aid- 
ing the Ukraine, Germany probably 
would not have to bring back from 
the western front more than a few 
of the divisions moved there recently 
from I lie east.
